For those who hunt to ride the cubbing season largely represents 
an unearthly hour at which to get up and not much action thereafter. 
How blind this point of view seems to your true hound men and 
women. To them half the point of the regular season would be lost 
without cubbing. 


Roading hounds in the cool of early summer mornings with a 
chance to learn the names of the young entry and their temperaments, 
bold or shy; the first lessons across country, including their introduc- 
tion to livestock, cattle, sheep, pigs, chickens, dogs and cats; the 
early meets at the kennels before dawn, the joyous excitement of 
hounds, young and old, as they come tumbling out of the draw yard, 
the hack to covert in the dark with the clip clop of hooves on the road 
and the panting of hounds; the first draw with the young entry rather 
bewildered and the old hounds going about their business with an 
air of self importance; the find with Driver speaking first, the other 
oldsters chiming in, and the young hounds adding their own voices, 
not yet quite certain why. 


Then there is the first view; the few puppies that put their 
noses down and really work the line; the few that are slow to enter 
(often the best in the long run) and pay little or no attention; the 
majority that just tag along and try to emulate their betters. As the 
cubbing season progresses there is the progress of each young hound 
to watch and approve; a handful who develop really bad habits and 
are seen no more; a couple of regrettable incidents with pole cats or 
house cats in which the entire pack is involved; the first time hounds 
really get away for a sharp burst and the efforts of the youngsters 
to keep up. 


So, when the opening meet at last arrives, your ardent cub 
hunter is in a superior position. He knows all the hounds, young and 
old—a fact he is not hesitant to impart to those who lay abed during 
the past weeks. Because of this he watches the day’s proceedings with 
added knowledge and interest. When a hound speaks he knows 
which it is and whether that hound is to be believed, implicitly, with 
reservations or not at all, And, as the season progresses, he shares 
with the Master and with the huntsman, not only the general excite- 
ment of the chase, but also the disappointments over old hounds who 
are obviously failing and over young hounds who make mistakes, and 
the glow of pride when, at a check, some puppy sets the whole pack 
right and hounds run on to account for their fox.

A Hunter Trainer’s 
Interesting Experiences 
With Dressage Horses 


Dear Sir: 


Recently I have been reading so much 
pro and con about dressage that it takes 
me back to New York City at the turn 
of the century when dressage—we call- 
ed it “high school” then—was so much 
in vogue, mainly because the three and 
only riding academies in the City, Dur- 
lands, Dickels and the Central Park, were 
owned and run by Germans whose staff 
of instructors were Russian, Austrian and 
German ex-cavalry officers. Their type 
of horsemanship had a distinct high 
school background. 

Disputing them was a_hard-riding 
group of Irishmen and a few Americans, 
myself included, who could think of 
nothing but jumpers, and every horse 
that came our way was soon schooled 
over fences. Type meant nothing, and I 
won many a high jump class with hack- 
ney and standard breds. Hunters did not 
enter into the picture until years later, 
when the shows started to put in con- 
formation classes. 

At this period, a famous German high 
school rider and trainer, Colonel Anth- 
ony, came to New York, not to be con- 
fused with his son, Emil Anthony, also a 
fine horseman, who later had charge of 
the Riding Club for many years. I, being 
about fourteen, spent many hours with 
the old Colonel, watching him work his 
horses from the ground and between pil- 
lons. Sometimes I would sit on them 
while he put them through the Spanish 
trot and other slow paces by just a flick 
of his whip. 

I soon became so involved with the 
jumpers, ranging from showing, hunt- 
ing and chasing, that I did not give high 
school a thought until some twenty-five 
years later while spending my winters at 
Leicestershire, getting five days a week 
between the Quorn, Belvoir and Cottes- 
more. At the finish of the season in 
April I would ship about thirty young 
horses back to my place at Brookville, 
Long Island, and sell them during the 
summer. This, besides being the kind 
of work I liked most, helped to pay for 
my next winter’s sport. 

One bye-day, I went from my home in 
Melton Mowbray, to see a dealer in 
Northamptonshire, and was most im- 
pressed with several horses he showed 
me. He claimed to have bought them in 
Ireland. They were beautifully broken 
and jumped much more collected than 
the average English hunter; in fact, just 
the sort of performance I needed for 
American fences, so I bought four of 
them. When they finally arrived at my 
stable, I noticed the brand of the Han- 
overian stud under their manes. Upon 
calling my friend the dealer, he admitted 
that they had never seen Ireland, but 
that he had purchased them in Germany. 
This being shortly after the first World 
War, anything German did not sell too 
well in England. He also mentioned 
that he had bought them at a very low 
figure, so a few days later found me in 
Germany, where I shipped eight head 
across the North Sea to Melton. 

Well, to get to my point quickly, all 
these horses had had a certain amount 
of dressage training, and also had been 
schooled over fences, but being on the

Stakes Results From Atlantic City, Aqueduct, 
Belmont Park, and Hawthorne

Mr. Flint is an executive of an in- 
surance company and a lover of the 
Thoroughbred horse, and Flint isn’t ex- 
actly his name. While he attends the 
sport at all Maryland courses, he finds 
his greatest joy at the half-milers. 

Being in the casualty end of the in- 
surance business, he knows a lot about 
probabilities, and being a race track re- 
gular he applies this knowledge when 
practicing his avocation. 

My observations of Mr. Flint enjoying 
his hobby indicate that he is right much 
more often than that unfortunate crea- 
ture, The Average Bettor. As he is 
stouter, happier and better dressed every 
time I see him, it is my conclusion that 
he is winning some, or not losing much. 

I do not know exactly how he fixes 
upon a choice in a race, but some years 
ago, he told me one of his secrets, which 
is as good as any Pittsburgh Phil ever 
released. 

“If you get more than you’re entitled 
to, you stand a good chance of winning,” 
said Mr. Flint. 

He went on to explain that when the 
“price is better than it should be in re- 
lation to the horse’s chances of winning, 
you have an “overlay.’” 

This, of course, was not news, but Mr. 
Flint went on to demonstrate how to 
create an overlay where none existed. 
The laboratory in which the experiment 
was conducted, was the Bryson Institute 
of Turf Research, known more popularly 
as Bel Air. 

“T like,” said Mr. Flint, “this horse, 
Sure Thing (that wasn’t his name either), 
but I don’t like six to five. 

So he set out to make alterations. 

Underneath grandstands at race tracks 
are little groups of people, talking more 
or less coherently and looking confused. 
In some groups there are large people 
and in some there are small ones. 

Mr. Flint took up a position hard by a 
gathering of large men, not far from a 
conclave of five-footers. Then he said, 
lowering his voice so that not more than 
25 people could hear, “I’ve got to see 
what the jock says,” and walked over to 
the circle of shorties. 

He moved right in, earnestly studying 
his program and gave a dramatic perfor- 
mance of a man listening for valuable in- 
formation, and suddenly started nodding 
his head. Then he looked intently at the 
small man next to him, and the man 
looked back, and Mr. Flint said some- 
thing and the other fellow said some- 
thing and they both laughed and Mr. 
Flint said, “Okay,” and hurried back to- 


ward the big men. At just the right 
moment, he rasped, “He says Number 
Eight,” and took off toward the mutuels 
windows at a full gallop, though it was 
still ten minutes to post time. 


The confused look left the faces of 
the large men; in its place was the this- 
is-it expression, and they were off for 
the kill. 

The word spread like thin gravy on a 
linen tablecloth, and by the time the race 
was off, Number Eight had moved from 
second choice to favoritism and Sure 
Thing was up to almost three to one. 

“You can’t do it with a real longshot,” 
Mr. Flint said later. “The horse must 
have a good chance on form. And it 
doesn’t work at the milers—pool’s too 
big and news doesn’t travel fast enough.” 

Maybe it doesn’t work on the halvers, 
any more, because the pools there are 
much bigger today, but it was effective 
a dozen seasons back. 


Atlantic City 

United Nations Handicap, 2nd run- 
ning, 1 3/16 miles on turf, 3-year-olds 
and up (September 25). The day of the 
United Nations Handicap was a big one 
for executives of the Atlantic City Race 
Course; President John B. Kelly’s movie 
star daughter, Grace, was on hand to 
present the trophy, and Executive Vice- 
President, Dr. Leon Levy, was there to 
get it, as his horse, Closed Door, won the 
big grass test. Dr. and Mrs. Levy 
race the Jaclyn Stable. 

The United Nations was limited to 
eight Thoroughbreds, the four first fin- 
ishers in each of the American Bred and 
Foreign Bred Stakes, on September 15. 
Two alternates hung around in case of 
a scratch but they warmed the bench 
for the entire game. 

Blood Test and Kaster raced in front 
for three-quarters of a mile, with County 
Clare and Closed Door nearest, but not 
too near. Closed Door began moving up 
going down the backstretch and went 
past County Clare making the bend. 
Coming to the stretch, he went outside, 
passed the leaders and looked to be home 
free; but Royal Vale was eating up 
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ground as he rushed at the leader. Per- 
sons not right on the finish line, of which 
there were many, were not sure of the 
result until the photo was examined and 
the numbers posted. Kaster was third 
and County Clare, fourth. 


Closed Door earned a “guaranteed 
$50,000”, and shoved his season’s total 
to $100,375. He has won 4, been second 
in 8 and third in 1 of his 14 races. 


The gelded son of Shut Out—Bright 
Destiny, by *Gino, won the Salvator Mile 
at Monmouth in July, setting a track re- 
cord for the distance. He was second in 
the American Bred Stakes. Last season, 
he was once in each of the mutuels pay- 
off positions in 6 starts, and won $15,525. 

Sidney Jacobs trains for Jaclyn and 
Willie Hartack frequently rides. He had 
the mount on Closed Door. 

Brookmeade Stables bred the gelding 
and sold him to the Levys for $20,000.

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Brush Brush and Iceberg II, winners 
respectively of the American Bred and 
Foreign Bred Stakes, were (also respec- 
tively) fifth and seventh in the U. N. 
Iceberg won the first running last year. 


Ocean City Handicap, 6th running, 5 
furlongs, 3-year-olds and up (September 
22). The speedy three-year-old, Duc de 
Fer, appeared so well placed at 5'% fur- 
longs, that he went at but slightly more 
than even money, though he was making 
his first excursion on grass and was giv- 
ing large weight concessions to older 
horses 

He made a fine try, clicking off fast 
furlongs with I Appeal and War Age 
and tiring slightly at the end to yield by 
a length to Skipper Bill, aged four. The 
winner carried 112 pounds to Due de 
Fer’s 118. 

Skipper Bill, held off the fast pace by 
Jockey H. B. Wilson, continued evenly to 
the end, despite bearing out, and won by 
a length going away 

Duc de Fer held off I Salute, by a nose, 
for second money, and New Dream was 
fourth, less than a length farther back. 

The value to winner, $12,200, gives 
Skipper Bill $33,000 for the year. The 
four-year-old son of Errard (from *Bull 
Dog’s daughter, Nipmenow) was register- 
ing his third win in 8 1954 starts. He has 
been second twice. Bred by J. W. Gal- 
breath and racing for the same gentle- 
man’s Darby Dan Farm, Skipper Bill 
won the River Downs Champion Stakes 
in July. In 1953, he scored 3 wins, was 
second 5 times and third 3 times in 15 
races. His earnings amounted to $33, 
300 

Jack Long trains the colt. 


Aqueduct 

Cowdin Stakes, 32nd running, 6'. fur- 
longs, 2-year-olds (September 21). We 
don’t seem to be able to get anything 
nailed down this season. Just about the 
time a horse is beginning to look like a 
champion, another comes along that, for 
an afternoon at least, bears an even 
closer resemblance 

Summer Tan on several occasions has 
shown stamp of quality, but he reached 
the heights on the afternoon of the Cow- 
din 

He was facing Nashua, and Arcaro, 
between literary efforts, had allowed that 
Nashua was held high in his handicap- 
ping figures. 

A good way to beat a tough horse is 
to run the distance faster than it has 
been run before, and that’s how Summer 
Tan took the Cowdin 

Sound Barrier and Bunny's Babe went 
a half in :45%, and three-quarters in 
1:0925 (the record for six furlongs at 
Aqueduct is 1:1075). At the eighth pole, 
they were half a length before Summer 
Tan, which had ranged up from seventh 
place in about an eighth of a_ mile. 
Nashua was a steady fourth, a length 
back of Summer Tan 

Through the straight, Bunny’s Babe 
and Sound Barrier weakened and Sum- 
mer Tan and Nashua raced past them. At 
the wire it was Summer Tan by 1 
lengths, Nashua by three-quarters, and 
Bubby’s Babe by 1'. over Sound Barrier 

The time was 1:16 flat, which beat 
the existing record by three-fifths. 

Summer Tan was racking up his fourth 
win—among them the United States 
Hotel and Youthful Stakes—in 9 starts. 
He has been second 3 times and third 
once. With the $21,000 from the Cowdin, 
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he has brought in $69,325 for his owner- 
breeder, Mrs. Russell A. Firestone. 


Sherrill W. Ward trains the son of 
Heliopolis— Miss Zippy, by Omaha, and 
Eric Guerin has ridden him to all his 
stakes victories. 


Belmont Park 

Fall Highweight Handicap, 41st. run- 
ning, 6 furlongs, 3-year-olds and up 
(September 22). To keep horse-players 
interested while they are waiting for The 
Jockey Club’s “dream track”, Belmont 
Park opened its fall meeting. The Fall 
Highweight Handicap was the piece 
de resistance and the horse carrying 
the most weight, Pet Bully, was the 
winner, which seems appropriate. Tho- 
ugh he had won, in 1954, over three 
times as much money as any rival, he 
paid off at $13.00 for $2.00, as New 
York bettors take no cognizance of form 
established in the provinces. Handicap- 
per Jimmy Kilroe does. 

Carrying 136 pounds, Pet Bully per- 
mitted Dark Peter, the favorite, to beat 
him to the half-time pole, but took over 
shortly afterward and was half a length 
in front of Dutch Lane (Dark Peter had 
dropped back to third) at the quarter 
marker. He gradually drew out to be 
leading by 1!. lengths at the wire. Dutch 
Lane had the same advantage over Dark 
Peter, which was a half before Joe Jones. 

Earning $17,800, Pet Bully moved up 
to $175,875 for the year. 

The son of *Petrose—Camelina, by 

Bull Dog, took the Valley Forge, Wilm- 
ington and Washington Park Handicaps, 
either this year. He has won 7 of 11 
starts and been second once and third 
once. 


As a five-year-old, last season, the 
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stallion raced 11 times, won 5 races, was 
second and third once each. He gather- 
ed in $72,427. Stakes wins were in the 
Phoenix, Hollywood Premier, Lakes and 
Flowers and Inglewood Handicaps. 

T. J. Kelly trains Pet Bully and Har- 
tack rides. 


Jerome Handicap, 85th running, 1 mile, 
3-year-olds (September 24). If 16 pounds 
is equal to seven lengths, at one mile, 
then Fisherman and Martyr must be rat- 
ed peers. To put Errard King into the 
same bracket, 11!~ lengths must repre- 
sent 20 pounds. 

The Jerome contributed nothing to- 
ward unscrambling the three-year-old 
situation east of the Sierras. 

Mrs. Jan Burke’s Martyr, under 110 
pounds, jumped off in front and, after 
Mister Gus had a run at him about half 
way of the race, drew out steadily to win 
with ease by seven lengths. Fisherman, 
with 126 on his back, started slowly, 
worked his way up gradually and took 
second money. He finished a length 
and a half in front of Full Flight, which 
had the same margin over Helioscope, 
fourth to reach the wire. Errard King, 
highweight, under 130 pounds, showed 
little and finished sixth. 

Fisherman was the public choice. 

The $18,000 first prize more than 
doubled Martyr’s lifetime earnings. His 
1954 gross income now stands at $30,500, 
from 5 wins and a second in 9 starts. 
He won 1 race and was second in 1 in 7 
starts last season. 

The Jerome was his first stakes score. 

The three-year-old gelding is by By 
Jimminy, from the *Challenger II mare, 
Galladare, and was bred by Mr. Preston

Broad Hollow ’Chase Won by Shipboard; Dear Brutus 
and Jet Command Win Hurdle Races at Aqueduct

The two mile Broad Hollow Steeple- 
chase Handicap on Thursday, Sept. 23rd, 
drew but 5 starters, and one of these, 
Curly Joe fell at the first jump. The 
other 4 ran closely grouped for a mile 
and a half and then the race settled 
down to a two horse contest between, 
Shipboard and Neji, both 4-year-olds. 
However, Shipboard with 154 lbs., scale 
weight for his age, took the lead going 
down the far side, and turned back a de- 
termined bid from Neji under 137, which 
was making his first start over the big- 
ger obstacles, and turned in a good ef- 
fort to follow the winner under the wire 
by 2 lengths. Coveted and Extra Points 
completed the field in that order, but 
neither were dangerous at any time dur- 
ing the last half mile. 


For the first turn of the field, the 
Broad Hollow was a pretty race to watch 
with the lead alternating between Neji, 
Extra Points and Coveted, while Albert 
Foot held his mount off the pace some 4 
or 5 lengths away. At the front field 
liverpool, Col. Nelles’ veteran campaign- 
er, Extra Points got in too close, but 
cleverly got over in a way that would 
have caused a less experienced fencer to 
come a cropper. This was his first 
start since early in the summer in a hur- 
dle stake at Aqueduct, and possibly be- 
cause of his jump at the liverpool plus 
a need of conditioning were the reason 
for this top jumper of the spring to stop 
badly going down the far side. Scottie 
Riles who rode him did not persevere 
in the final stages and Extra Points was 
a distant fourth at the wire, 


In contrast Shipboard’s performance 
under his weight assignment was an out- 
standing one and further heightened the 
impression that this Battleship 4-year- 
old is one of the best of his age seen 
through the field in some time. Albert 
Foot, his regular rider took no chances 
through the stretch and kept Shipboard 
about his business, but he did not find 
it necessary to put on one of his whirl- 
wind finishes that are a trademark of 
the sturdy little Frenchman. His time 
for the about 2 miles was a very credit- 
able 3:44 over a course that was on the 
soft side. The runner-up, Neji, also ran 
a good race, although he dwelled slightly 
at several of his fences, but gave the 
impression that with more brush racing, 
he will be a formidable factor. 


Shipboard has now won 5 of his 7 
starts this year. This horse as well as 
Mighty Mo and Cap-a-Pie give Mrs. Mari- 
on Scott and Ray Woolfe what appears 
to be a winning conbination in the 
stakes to be decided in a fast waning 
season. Jumper of the year honors seem 
to lie between Shipboard, King Comman- 
der and Extra Points, and unquestionably 
that decision will resolve itself in the 
Brook and the Grand National in the 
next two weeks. 

The day before, which rung up the cur- 
tain on Belmont’s fall meeting, Rokeby 
Stables’ Hush Hall was a clever winner 
in a mile and a half hurdle race. This 
home-bred 3-year-old was ridden by Tom- 
my Field and won by a length and a half, 
but the result was not confirmed for 
some minutes while the stewards review- 


ed the film. At several times during 
the race, Hush Hall appeared to bother 
Bavaria, and particularly in the stretch 
run, Elwood Carter, Bavaria’s rider was 
seen to stand up in his stirrups, and then 
take outside of Hush Hall, This observer 
thought that at that particular point, the 
interference was more fancied than real, 
and evidently the Stewards felt likewise 
for they did not permit the objection. 
Bavaria was another length and a half 
in front of Another Hyacinth, while the 
fourth horse, Martingle finished “up the 
stretch.”

In the 2 mile Bushwick at Aqueduct, 
River Jordan, making his hurdle debut 
for the season, found the distance a 
little too far, and faded back in the last 
quarter to finish seventh, but on Friday 
at Belmont in the Annapolis purse at a 
mile and three quarters, the James Mc- 
Hugh fencer found the distance and 
company to his liking and was the easi- 
est kind of a winner, scoring by ten 
lengths after making every hurdle a 
winning one. Ancestor was closest of 
the others under a driving finish, about 
two lengths in front of Brechin. The lat- 
ter ran well enough between jumps but 
made a specialty of rapping her hurdles 
several times. Marcheast, which figured 
to run well over the soft course ran 
closest to the pace until rounding the 
final turn, then dropped back to finish 
22 lengths behind the winner. Indian 
Fire was next in the field, but after be- 
ing bothered slightly in the early stages 
refused to extend himself.

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Denis Accepts 

F. W. Denis has accepted the invitation 
to bring his King of the Tudors to this 
country to contest the Washington D. C. 
International at Laurel this fall. 

King of the Tudors, a 4-year-old chest- 
nut son of Tudor Minstrel—Glen Line, 
by Blue Peter, was inferior only to the 
outstanding Nearula among the English 
3-year-olds of 1953 at the distance of a 
mile. He is considered hardest to beat 
at distances around a mile to 1'4 miles, 
and is said to favor an easy surface. 

United Hunts-at-Belmont Park 

Following the opening of Belmont 
Park’s fall meeting, John E. Cooper, sec- 
retary for steeplechase races, distributed 
hurdle and steeplechase stake bianks for 
the United Hunts-at-Belmont Park meet- 
ing. The non-profit two-day session will 
conclude Autumn racing at the spacious 
Elmont, L. L, plant on October 21 and 22. 

The infield stakes are the $15,000 added 
Temple Gwathmey Steeplechase Handi- 
cap, at 2'. miles, and the New York Turf 
Writers Cup. The latter, a 2-mile hurdle 
handicap, carries a purse value of $10,- 
000 added money. 

A total of $90,500 in purse money will 
be distributed during the two-day meet- 
ing with the Turf and Field Handicap 
highlighting the daily offering of six 
flat races. Carrying a purse value of 
$10,000 added money, the featured flat 
test for 3-vear-olds will be run over the 
1 mile distance. Another attraction on 
the regular strip will be the Lewis E. 
Waring, a 6 furlong classified handicap 
for 3-year-olds and upward. The race, 
which honors the late president of the 
UHRA, carries a purse of $7,500. Acting 
Racing secretary Frank E. Kilroe will an- 
nounce the closing of the mentioned 
handicaps at a later date.

in the. Fall Highweight Handicap, calls 
attention to the fact that horses can and 
do improve with age. 

The famed Stymie is of course a classic 
example; he won his first stakes race at 
the age of four. Last year out of 271 
horses three years old or more, which 
won a stakes race, there were 50 which 
like Stymie had first done so at the age 
of four. Another 24 were 5-year-olds be- 
fore they won a stakes; fifteen had be- 
come stakes winners at the age of six; 
three at the age of seven and one, Nic- 
key W. was a 10-year-old when she won 
her first stakes, the Shaker Handicap at 
Randall Park last year. 

A breakdown of the 400 stakes winners 
of 1953 by age shows that there were 
128 two-year-olds, 116 three-year-olds, 62 
four-year-olds, 55 five-year-olds, 23, six- 
year-olds, 12, seven-year-olds, 2, eight- 
year-olds and one each at the age of nine 
and ten. 

The durable Nickey W., a brown mare 
by Jimmy Moran out of Pineaway was 
bred and trained by L. Wagner and had 
run 108 times in Mrs. Wagner’s colors 
through 1953, winning thirty races and 
finishing in the money on thirty two 
other occasions to earn $64,080. This 
year she has not won but has picked up 
$1,325 with a second and a third in five 
attempts, 

Pet Bully, who now has $282,402 to his 
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credit for 20 victories in 43 starts in 
four seasons, had some excuse for being 
a latecomer to the roster of stakes win- 
ners. He broke a bone in his foot as a 
2-year-old, when he was once a winner in 
six starts, and he vacationed through- 
out the following year. Returning to the 
races as a 4-year-old Pet Bully won eight 
of sixteen starts, six of them stakes races. 


Dr. Carrick Dies 

Dr. J. C. Carrick, for 60 years a prac- 
ticing Lexington physician and formerly 
co-owner of the two-time leading Ameri- 
can sire Sweep, died last week at his 
Lexington home. A life member of the 
Keeneland Association, he had served 
at various times as Surgeon General of 
the Kentucky National Guard, President 
of the Lexington Board of Health and 
Chief Physician at Transylvania College. 
An extensive landowner in Central Ken- 
tucky, Dr. Carrick is survived by his 
wife, a sister, two daughters, four grand- 
children and a grandson. ees A

Reid Dies 

Harry B. Reid, owner of a Louisville 
hospital-supply company and inventor of 
the Vibra Bath, died last week. The Vi- 
bra Bath is a whirlpool-bath machine 
widely used around Kentucky for treat- 
ing horses with foot and leg ailments. 
Mr. Reid was a member of the Thorough- 
bred Club of America and the Kentucky 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association. 

New Training Track 

Santa Anita’s completely re-built, en- 
larged Anita Chiquita Training Track is 
being rushed to completion so that it will 
be ready early next month for the Cal- 
ifornia horsemen when they accept the 
invitation of Los Angeles Turf Club, Inc. 
to move in their approved young Thor- 
oughbreds for schooling and training in 
preparation for the opening of next win- 
ter’s racing season on Dec, 28. 

The training oval, previously five 
furlongs in length, has been enlarged to 
six furlongs, with the width of the track, 
previously 45 feet, now 65 feet on the 
backstretch and 70 feet on the home- 
stretch, a quarter-mile straightway from 
an installed chute. This chute, extending 
into part of the parking lot from the 
Baldwin Ave. entrance, is elevated 19 
feet to make it level with the other side 
by Baldwin Ave. extension. There will 
be room for the regulation 14-stall start- 
ing gate. 

This project necessitated the moving 
of 100,000 cubic yards of earth. It also 
called for the construction of a subway 
beneath the track so that automobiles 
can have access to the infield which is to 
be paved to augment parking for horse- 
men. This infield zone, with a pedestrian 
tunnel at the other end,is also to be util- 
ized for additional parking by patrons 
on major stake days. 

The enlarged Anita Chiquita Track has 
been made completely adequate for 
increased training activities. During in- 
clement weather the main mile dirt track 
with its chutes will be closed mornings 
and all workouts will be transferred to 
the stable area. It will permit more time 
and opportunity to condition the main 
track for afternoon racing. 

Another key improvement at Santa 
Anita Park has been the complete re- 
building of the working press box, atop 
the grandstand. It provides relargement 
and modernization with a two story plan 
to meet requirements of the press, radio 
and television and to provide for Photo- 
finishing, public address, etc.

It started when 25 horses shipped to 
America recently included a yearling 
filly and a colt foal by *Royal Charger— 
one of the most sought after sires in the 
world, now in the United States. Both 
were among the last home get by this 
celebrated sire, and out of the stud’s 
own mares. The yearling out of Star 
Sapphire by *Mahmoud, and the foal out 
of Tir An Oir by Tehran. 


Now we have sections of the politic- 
ians, public, breeders and press, asking 
pointedly why these equines should have 
been sold “privately” when they were in 
fact, public property! 


Argument is that the Stud was set up 
to provide first-class stallions for Irish 
breeders at a reasonable cost, and its 
long-term policy was, avowedly, to im- 
prove the standard of Irish Bloodstock. 
They maintain that making private pro- 
fits and promoting dollar exports are 
of secondary importance. Another, is that 
since the two horses belonged to the 
Irish people, they should have been put 
up for Public Auction. The foal, doubt- 
less attracted Americans because, apart 
from Royal Charger, his dam is a grand- 
daughter of Pennycomequick, the grand- 
dam of Pensive, winner of the Kentucky 
Derby. And a hint. ... how much longer 
will the fabulous TULYAR remain at 
Tully? .... South America is interested, 
and they have the money; don’t let any- 
one fool you they haven’t.

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Here’s a Work Saving Silo That Not Only 
Stores Hay But Cures and Self Feeds It 





Mayo Brown 


It may seem a little late in the season 
for this year and too early for next year 
to be talking about new hay equipment; 
however, we’ve just learned about a self 
feeding hay unit which seems worth 
while passing on. It is not too early to 
begin making plans for next year, espec- 
ially if you know of a way to improve 
your methods. 


Out at Iowa State College, engineers 
have developed a hay curing, storage and 
self feeding type of structure that any 
farmer can build. It is constructed of 
power poles, snow fence cribbing and 
bridge planks. 


This silo type of structure, which cures 
partially dried chopped hay by forcing 
air through a center duct, has five main 
features of construction. First, it is taper- 
ed, with a smaller diameter at the top 
than at the bottom so hay will move 
down automatically for self feeding. Hay 
not moving down has been one of the 
main disadvantages of some of the fac- 
tory made self feeding silos. Second, 
there is a cone in the center at the bot- 
tom to force the hay out toward a feed- 
manger extending around the base. Neat, 
“cleavage planes” must be set up in the 
hay to allow it to spread over the cone 
without packing and bridging beyond the 
cattle’s reach. Also, an unlined air 
duct must be formed in the center of the 
hay as the silo is being filled through 
which air can pass during drying. And 
last, there must be a swinging guard for 
- manger so cattle can reach into the 
silo. 

This particular unit is designed to 
hold 40 to 45 tons of hay. On that basis 
the bottom diameter should be 23 feet, 
using eight regular power line poles to 
form the basic framework. The poles 
must be set on a slight angle tapering to 
a 22 foot diameter at the height of dbout 
30 feet. Snow fence cribbing is fasten- 
ed to the inside of the poles. This can be 
put in place during the filling of the 
silo, therefore scaffolding is not neces- 
sary. Just add sections as the height of 
the hay increases. 

Flexible openings, to give cattle ac- 
cess to the hay are built around the base 
of the silo by hanging short sections of 
1’. inch pipe about five feet from the 
feeding floor. The lower ends of the 
pipes rest against the bridge planks 


which are placed around the bottom of 


the manger. The pipes are spread 15 
inches apart and are connected by a con- 
tinuous chain at the lower ends to allow 
an opening of 18 to 20 inches at the bot- 
tom. The chain is fastened to each pole 
and to midpoint of each manger section. 

The cone in the bottom is made of 
wood and is necessary to force hay out 
into the manger. This core should have a 
slope of 45 degrees and is situated so 
its lower edge comes to within 20 to 30 
inches of the manger. An opening of 4 
feet is left in the top of the eight-sided 
cone and an opening is also left on one 
side so that the air duct can be attached. 
The channels for the air duct must be 
built at the corresponding point in the 
manger. 

A permanent air duct through the cen- 
ter of the silo is not necessary. A hole 
is formed in the center of the hay by 
pulling a cylinder up through the hay 
as the silo is filled. This cylinder sho- 
uld be made five feet in diameter and 
seven or eight feet high by fastening 
sheet metal to an angle iron frame. Four 
plywood fins eight feet high and wide 
enough to come within three or four 
inches of the snowcribbing sides are at- 
tached to the cylinder. These fins are 
pointed outward and from the vertical 
cleavage planes along which the hay 
breaks and feeds down over the cone. 

Any kind of hay can be used, although, 
alfalfa and clover are more desirable. 
The hay should be dried in the field to a 
moisture content of about 30%, then 
chopped. It is blown into the silo and 
one man can distribute the hay and also 
raise the cylinder as the hay is put in. 


The cylinder can be pulled up by the use 
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of a pulley attached to framework in the 
top of the silo. 


As soon as the filling begins it is im- 
portant to start the dryer fan. Hay in 
the bottom must be dry before the wei- 
ght of the hay above becomes too heavy. 
Otherwise the lower hay will be com- 
pressed and air will not pass through it 
well enough to cure properly. It seems 
far better to over dry the hay at the bot- 
tom rather than to have it heat and cake 
into a solid mass and prevent the hay 
above from moving down. In normal wea- 
ther the drying fan should be kept run- 
ning for at least five days after filling. 

Hinged gates over each manger sec- 
tion keep cattle out until the hay is 
ready to be fed. 

In the beginning it may be necessary 
to fork down a little hay until the clea- 
vage planes appear. 

It looks like this work saver can be 
built for about $400. If it works as well 
as they say it does it can save a lot of 
work and give you better quality hay and 
economical storage to boot. Of course 
you will have to have a field chopper. 
If by change you are making grass sil- 
age, you will have all the equipment nec- 
essary and the baler won’t be needed.

Record Number of Entries at 34th Annual Show— 
385 Hounds and Beagles and 28 Packs

With Hurricane Edna in the offing, 
which brought cooler weather and over- 
cast skies, the 34th annual Bryn Mawr 
Hound Show staged the most successful 
renewal in its long history on Friday, 
September 10th.’ As in recent years it 
was held on the grounds of the Rose Tree 
Fox Hunting Club, near Media, Pennsyl- 
vania and under the direction of Presi- 
dent Lawrence Jones, whose organizing 
ability and foresight were everywhere 
apparent. There were more entries and 
more packs listed in the catalogue than 
ever before, 384 hounds and beagles and 
28 packs. 

Fox River Valley and Mr. Stewart’s 
Cheshire were the only two packs of 
English foxhounds competing. Champion 
dog hound was the homebred Mr. Stew- 
art’s Cheshire Archer ’52, a smooth type 
of hound with good bone and a nice 
shoulder and hind leg. The same pack 
also had the champion bitch in Daphne 
’47 (out of Rolling Rock Racket ’42), a 
dowager who carries her age remarkably 
well, the real old type with a lot of 
quality. On the whole the bitches did 
not seem to be quite up to the dogs 
shown. 

The American Foxhounds came out in 
force—certainly the strongest entry in 
history. Winner of the unentered dogs 
was Orange County Oxford by O. C. H. 
Millwood ’49, a hound bred by the Blue 
Ridge Hunt, which placed second in the 
entered dog hound class to Essex Federal 
50, later made champion American fox- 
hound. Deep Run, which brought a full 
complement of hounds for the first time 
this year, won the class for best couple 
of dogs unentered and the unentered 
bitch class with their Countess, which 
was also Reserve Champion bitch. Mid- 
dleburg won the best couple of entered 
dogs, while other firsts were divided be- 
tween Essex and Orange County. with 
lesser ribbons going to Millbrook and

Brandywine. In the pack class Orange 
County had to make a substitution at the 
last moment—which was promptly spot- 
ted by the judges. Nevertheless, after 
calling Duke Leach and his charges back 
a couple of times, they finally gave him 
the nod. There is no better showman, 
and his hounds displayed a combination 
of gaiety and control which was out- 
standing. The increasing uniformity of 
the classes for American hounds was 
most apparent throughout the day. 
Winner of the first class for Penn- 
Marydel hounds was the unentered bitch 
Huntingdon Valley Flirt, which was also 
champion of the division, an unusual dis- 
tinction. Her photograph, published here- 
with, speaks for her—a very lovely type. 
Radnor won the classes for unentered and

entered dogs, while Rose Tree accounted 
for two other classes and the pack class 
in which it was outstanding. Otherwise 
Mr. Jeffords’ had things much to them- 
selves. The opinion of the ringside 
seemed to be that neither in quality nor 
uniformity did the classes as a whole 
quite match up to former years. 
Meadow Brook, which has had things 
pretty much its own way in the Cross Bred 
classes in recent years, had to be content 
with a 50-50 split with Green Spring 
Valley this year, which took about half 
the ribbons, including the pack class. As 
far as the packs showing are concerned 
the old argument as to whether to put 
an English dog on an American bitch or 
vice versa seems to have been resolved in 
favor of the former method. Certainly 
the cross breds as a whole looked very 


English, some of them seeming even 
heavier than this year’s Peterborough 
winners. 


The judges in the horn blowing contest 
were taken nearly half a mile away to a 
spot from which their requests for the 
various hunting calls were transmitted 
by telephone. In spite of being up wind— 
and rather a gusty wind at that—the 
notes of the horn still sounded true and

clear. One contestant in the English 
horn contest stood out among the 8 en- 
tries—which proved to be the old master, 
Charlie Smith, now Kennel Huntsman to 
the Treweryn Beagles, formerly hunts- 
man to Mr. Stewart’s Cheshire Foxhounds, 
whose horn has made the hills and val- 
leys of Chester County ring for two gen- 
erations. Duke Leach of the Orange 
County took home the prize in the cow 
horn division as he did last year, and one 
M. B. enlivened the proceedings by blow- 
ing sonorous notes on a conch shell. For 
what it is worth be it noted that the 
judges appeared to have more difficulty 
eee the cow horn than the English 
orn. 


BEAGLE DIVISION 


In the Beagle section of the 1954 Bryn 
Mawr Hound Show, held at the Rose Tree 
Foxhunting Club on Sept. 10th, quality 
was more evident than in many years 
past. If any one thing could be con- 
sidered responsible than any other for 
the outstanding individuals perhaps it 
was the influence of the Vernon Somerset 
breeding represented in nearly every 
pack at the show. This is a great tribute 
to the late Richard V. N. Gambrill and 
his huntsman Wilf Atkinson. The Vernon 
Somerset stamp will be felt for years to 
come. 

Fred Huyler who so ably judged “The 
Merry Little Hounds” had no easy task. 
It was obvious, however, that he was 
looking for hounds with substance, bone 
and feet which would stand the require- 
ments of a long day in the field. 


The Champion dog hound in the 13” 
division was the unentered hound San- 
danona Leader by Ch. Liseter Merry Lad 
°48—Vernon Somerset Beverly ’52. He 
was placed over Ch. Liseter Messenger 
by Ch. Liseter Flyer ’49—Snappy Girl 13” 
Stallion Class and the winner of the 13’ 
entered dog hound class Buckram Beagl- 
es Waldingfield Postman ’53 by Walding- 
field Tango ’48—their Problem. 

The 15” division was for the Liseter 
the Champion dog being their Merry 
Rex ’51 by Ch. Liseter Merry Lad ’48— 
their Queen. Reserve was given to Lise- 
ter Famous ’53 by Liseter Fair Play ’52— 
their Ch. Joyful ’47. 

Mr. and Mrs. Morgan Wing of the San- 
danona Beagles can well be pleased be- 
cause the Sandanona Lovely, a litter sis-

FOREWORD 


Gilbert Mather, M. F. H. 


President, Masters of Foxhounds Association 


By the time this roster goes to press the cry of foxhounds will be 
sounding in the cornfields and echoing from the woodlands as cub 
hunting gets under way. Over one hundred organized hunts in the 
United States and Canada, recognized or registered by the Masters 
of Foxhounds Association of America, will be entering their young 
hounds to fox and starting hopefully upon a new hunting season. 

May the best of their expectations be realized and may the season 
of 1954-55 furnish many a red letter day to be recorded in hunting 
diaries. 

Masters of Foxhounds are well aware that they are faced with 
a much more difficult problem in showing sport to their fields today 
than were Masters of a generation ago, or for that matter of a decade 
ago. Many handicaps must be overcome, such as modern roads and 
motor traffic, hound-proof fencing and increased deer population, to 
mention only a few. 

Determination and ingenuity may be relied upon to furnish sport 
despite these obstacles. 

One thing, however, is certain. There can be no foxhunting if 
there are no foxes, and the survival of the fox is threatened! In the 
past, it is true that some farmers, here and there, would destroy an 
occasional fox that they feared might be a threat to their poultry, 
although many other farmers and orchardists valued the fox as a de- 
stroyer of field mice. 

Today, however, the greatest threat to the fox comes not 
from farmers but from our fellow sportsmen, the organized gunners, 
many of whom labor under the entirely erroneous belief that the pre- 
sence of foxes is inconsistent with the existence of a flourishing popu- 
lation of pheasants and other small game. 

The gunners are well organized and have the ear of state game 
commissioners and legislators. In many of the numerous publications 
of their associations the fox is classed as vermin and featured as 
“Public Enemy Number One’’. These sportsmen, if they but knew it, 
are acting directly contrary to their own best interests. 

The case for the fox is a valid one and is backed by much scienti- 
fic data. Space does not here permit the presentation of the over- 
whelming proof that the fox is not a deterrent to the maintenance of 
a healthy supply of small game — and that, indeed, quite the contrary 
is the case. 

Numerous examples can be cited of heavy game populations 
existing concurrently with a large number of foxes in a given area. 

All of you who enjoy the sport of foxhunting and enjoy and bene- 
fit from the many allied activities emanating from that sport, would 
be well advised to familiarize yourselves with these facts and be able 
to present them at favorable opportunities. After all, some of your 
best friends may be gunners.

The English Foxhound 





The Evolution of The English Foxhound on Both 
Sides of the Atlantic in The Present Century 





A. Henry Higginson 


I have been asked by the Editor of The 
Chronicle — which, to my way of think- 
ing, reaches most of the fox-hunting 
world, men and women, in America — to 
write a comparatively concise article on 
the evolution of the English Foxhound, 
on both sides of the Atlantic, during the 
first half of the present century. It so 
happens that this period coincides with 
that in which I have spent much of my 
time in the study of the foxhound, both 
in England and in America. 

The late Cuthbert Bradley, in his book 
“The Foxhound of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury” written in 1914, says that the fox- 
hound breeding of that day rested for 
its source of purity mainly on the blood 
derived from four great kennels which 
had always been in the possession of the 
same families, bred for generations along 
the same lines, and never dispersed. 


Small wonder, then, that such fountain 
heads were regarded by foxhound breed- 
ers almost as a national institution and, 
even to-day, nearly half a century later, 
hound men owe a deep debt of gratitude

to the Dukes of Rutland at Belvoir, the 


Dukes of Beaufort at Badminton, the 
Earls of Yarborough at Brocklesby and 
the Fitzwilliam family at Milton and 


Wentworth. 

When I founded my own pack in Amer- 
ica at the beginning of the century, I 
turned to the English foxhound because 
I felt that they had been bred with great- 
er care than any hounds in America and 
that the policy of breeding had been the 
same. What I did not realize for many 
years was that the men who were Masters 
of the best packs of foxhounds in the 
world were not so blind in their devotion 
to continuance of type as not to see that 
hounds are not always at their best when 
hunted in dissimilar conditions to those 
in which they have been bred. 

I think the First World War, which 
very nearly brought about a wholesale 
slaughter of foxhounds in England, was

in some ways responsible for the change 
of type in many countries and the realiza- 
tion that, in order to produce the best 
results in the field, it was necessary that 
hounds should be bred for the country 
in which they were to be hunted. It may 
also be that the scarcity of food and the 
fact that big hounds needed to be fed 
more heavily than hounds of a lighter 
type, had something to do with the 
— for more quality and less size and 
one. 


In the search for an improvement in 
nose and tongue, some Masters turned to 
the strains from the West country and 
Wales and, in spite of the opposition of 
those who protested against the admis- 
sion into the Stud Book of hounds of un- 
orthodox breeding, many of the packs 
which hunted in the less fashionable 
countries sought sires from those packs 
which hunted the rough countries of 
Wales, notably from the Itton kennels 
of that great breeder, the late Sir Edward 
Curre. 

Many purists disliked the light colour 
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and the broken coat though; at Itton, 
where hounds hunt in a woodland coun- 
try, this was not a disadvantage. In any 
case, colour and broken coats could soon 
be bred out, and the gain in lower scent- 
ing powers meant much in bad scenting 
countries. The enemies of the Welsh 
hound also condemned them as being 
riotous, apt to tie on the line, and weak 
in constitution. To answer this, I would 
say that the pack which was bred by Sir 
Edward Curre, with a certain amount of 
Welsh blood, possessed none of these 
faults. They can, and do, go into the 
grass countries and hold their own. They 
are certainly not slow and the best of 
them are very stout. Perhaps one may 
admit that they are independent and 
are not so easy to handle as purebred 
English hounds, but that does not 
mean that they are riotous unless 
they are badly broken. I know, by experi- 


Charles McNeill was, I think, the first 
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ence, that they hunt the hill countries of 
England and America as well, and better, 
than the average hounds of the old- 
fashioned strains. 

I also know from experience that 
hounds which brought a strain of the old 
Welsh blood to those packs which — 
both in England and America — hunt a 
country of similar ruggedness to that 
which exists in the rougher parts of 
Wales; have invariably been successful 
in producing progeny which improved 
the working qualities of such packs. It 
is for this reason that I have tried to 
give a picture of the conditions under 
which these hounds have hunted in vari- 
ous parts of their native land, which are, 
in many cases, very similar to many 
countries which lie overseas, and also 
something of the happenings which cul- 
minated in the production of a crossbred 
hound — for that is what packs like Lady 
Curre’s, the Brecon, and one or two 
others really are. 


I am fully aware that there are many 
Masters in both England and America to- 
day who resent the introduction of Welsh 
blood into their pedigree books; but I am 
perfectly satisfied that the part which 
has been played by Welsh Masters who 
have fostered these same hounds has 
been a very important one. 

Mr. Isaac Bell, one-time Master of the 
South and West Wilts, was among the 
first to appreciate the good qualities of 
hounds from over the border though Mr. 
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Master of a “fashionable” country to use 
the Welsh outcross at the time that he 
was Master at the Grafton. Such a proce 
dure savoured of rank heresy in those 
days (1907) when he bred Mr. Curre’s 
Globule ’03 to the Grafton Bashful ’06, 
a mating which produced Grafton Glo- 
bule ’08, one of the best foxhounds in 
his work in that well-known pack. I first 
saw Globule in the field in 1912 — saw 
him make a hit which I shall never for 
get; and it was Mr. McNeill who, a few 
years later. secured the first large im 
portation of Curre hounds for me to send 
to America. They were so successful in 
the Western Hemisphere, that others 
followed and to-day there is hardly 1 
pack of hounds of the English type, which 
has not a very strong infusion of the 
blood in their veins. 

Another Master who introduced South

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Impression OF American

South Herefordshire Hunt 


Within a week of my sailing up the 
Hudson River and sighting the New York 
sky-line, thanks to introductions given 
me by friends in England, including that 
great American sportsman Mr. A. Henry 
Higginson, and a very fortunate meeting 
with my friend Edward Carmody, secre- 
tary of the Litchfield Hunt, I began to 
learn something of the American fox- 
hunting community. 


The upheaval of the Civil War, retard- 
ing as it did hunting and hound breeding 
for many years, has obliterated many ex- 
act records. But it is considered that the 
American foxhound of the present time 
is the result of crossing imported Eng- 
lish and Irish strains together with the oc- 
casional use of some French blood. These 
strains have been bred and owned and 
hunted from father to son for numerous 
generations of landowners. Many packs 
have never been known by a name more 
definite than the ‘old family’ of hounds; 
these form the basis of the American 
hounds of today. 


They have been bred in general for 
their ability to meet local hunting re- 
quirements, with special attention to 
nose and cry. The ability to find and 
work a cold or stale line, to hunt at speed 
under difficult conditions of scent, to 
‘stay’, and to negotiate the roughest pos- 
sible terrain,—these have been the ob- 
jectives required. 

Over the many years that have elapsed 
since the time of Hugo Meynell and 
‘Squire’ Osbaldeston, the English fox- 
hound has changed in looks and con- 
formation, and it is interesting to com- 
pare the American type of today, with its 
rather narrow long nosed head, high 


occiput, and long silky ears; its lighter 
build and bone and tendency to a hare 
foot; narrower conformation with more 
‘leg’ and less apparent depth; colour of 
red, black and tan, and sometimes white 
and black—with the English hounds of 
the late 18th and early 19th centuries. 

Contemporary English portraits dis- 
cover how alike they appear to be, as in- 
stance the stamp of hounds drawn by 
Sartorius in 1780 from Peter Beckford’s 
pack; Wolstenholme, in prints entitled 
‘Foxhunting’ of about 1830; illustrations 
by Fernley, J. F. Herring, etc. It seems to 
be rather comparable to the old English 
language, for while Elizabethan English 
still survives and is in daily use in parts 
of the Appalachian Mountains, but has 
been lost to a large extent in England, so 
the original type of English foxhound 
appears to have been preserved in the 
States and bred to suit their conditions, 
while in England he has been evolved 
into an animal of somewhat sturdier con- 
formation. 

At my first introduction to these hounds 
my ‘eye’, with English hounds in mind, 
was apt to be critical of their substance 
and possible stamina. 

To try to compare them with the mas- 
sive hound of great substance, fashion- 
able in England prior to and immediate- 
ly after the first World War was impos- 
sible. And even in the case of the light- 
er framed, very active English hound of 
today, with less bone and greater speed, 
differences appear. 

The English Fell hound (i. e. Blen- 
cathra, Coniston, or Cumberland), or a 
hound of the College Valley type, im- 
mediately comes to my mind as the most 
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comparable we have to offer; in fact a 
few Fell hounds have, of late years, 
been imported to America including Col- 
lege Valley blood, and have given a very 
good account of themselves. 

Welsh hounds, which of late years 
have also done well, are those from the 
packs of the late Sir Edward Curre, and 
from the David Davies hounds. In the 
case of the latter, one couple, Furrier 
27 and Ringwood ’28, were shown by the 
late Lord Davies in America with suc- 
cess, and subsequently, at the close of 
the dinner of the Master of Foxhounds 
Association of America in 1930, were 
auctioned, making I believe, something 
over thirty thousand dollars, which 
money was used as the first donation 
towards the creation of a fund to start 
a Hunt Servants Benefit fund in America. 

It was my impression that, of the pre- 
sent day packs in Britain, hounds accus- 
tomed to hunting the rougher and poorer 
scenting countries, for example; the 
Welsh border countries, parts of Som- 
merset, Devon, and Cornwall, would, 
speaking generally, satisfy the American 
requirement rather better than hounds 
from the open grass countries of the 
Shires and Midlands. 

One of my first visits to the kennels 
of an American hunt was at the invita- 
tion of Mr. Fred Bontecou, who has been 
master of the Millbrook hounds of New 
York State since 1931. My guide was Ed- 
ward Carmody, who both metaphorically 
and practically went miles out of his way 
to make hunting contacts and visits pos- 
sible for me. 

The Millbrook hounds, I knew, were 
held in high repute for their looks and 
working abilities, and it was here that 
my ‘eye’, used as it was to the English 
pattern, could not at first fully appre- 
ciate and see these hounds as others saw 
them. Here was the light made hound 
with the rather domed head, previously 
described, bred by the Master to hunt 
a difficult grass land and much wooded, 
cold scenting country. Under his know- 
ledgeable and efficient guidance, this fine 
pack of American hounds, mostly tri- 
colour (black, tan and white) is being 
maintained at a high standard. 

On a very hot September morning, be- 
ing well mounted by this hospitable 
master, who I suspect took hounds out 
on this dry summer day for my especial 
benefit under conditions unco-operative 
in the extreme I had proof of their hunt- 
ing qualities. Whenever ‘Charles’ was 
at hand, these hounds put their noses to 
the ground, spoke, and, working hard 
really hunted the line, with all conditions 
against them 

To quote the master, “It is hopeless to 
attempt to account for foxes under my 
conditions except with hounds with stam 
ina and speed, the best nose and with the 
experience to use it to advantage.” 

As is known, both red foxes (original- 
ly an importation from Europe which 
has spread to many parts of the Stakes), 
and the grev fox, a native of the Eastern 
and Central United Stakes, are hunted. 

The red fox is said to give by far the 
best sport, the grey being more of a tree 
fox, not usually venturing far from home, 
and often running in a large circle and 
returning to its habitat 

My ‘line of country’ took me in due 
course to the Litchfield County hounds 
in Connecticut, and to Mr. Sherman 
Haight, Jr., one of the keenest of the 
younger masters of hounds, who suc- 
ceeded Mr. Walter Howe, a good and 
knowledgeable master of many seasons. 

These hounds were also American and 
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similar in type to those at the Millbrook; 
in colour, tri-colour, also including Vir- 
ginia ‘red’ hounds, a recent draft from 
the Orange County Hunt. 

It can be said that tri-colour is the 
predominent colour of American hounds, 
although some breeders, in particular 
Mr. Harper Fletcher, late master of the 
Orange County hounds of Virginia for 
thirty-three seasons,have bred to red with 
white necks and chests. Hounds of this 
colour look remarkably smart as a pack, 
and under Mr. Fletcher Harper’s gui- 
dance, the Orange County has become es- 
tablished as one of the foremost and best 
hunting packs, its blood being found in 
many foxhound pedigrees throughout the 
States. 

The hunting conditions in Litchfield 
County are not unlike the Millbrook; 
roughly the same problems have to be 
overcome, and bad scenting conditions 
seem to be the rule, due to extreme heat 
or cold or drought, which may persist on 
five days out of six. I had evidence of 
these problems during the course of a 
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grand day I had with these hounds in 
September, mounted by my kindly host, 
the master. 

Hunting conditions were a little better 
than with the Millbrook, but were by no 
means perfect. Foxes were plentiful; it 
was bright and summery, and scent was 
conspicuous by its absence Two foxes 
were given a good ‘rousting’, and even- 
tually put to ground, and a third was 
hunted late in the morning until the sun 
got really hot, and scent absolutely fail- 
ed, hounds having hunted with drive 
and cry. The major part of the morning’s 
work had been in woodland and difficult 
country. I thought the Orange County 
hounds were most prominent, giving an 
excellent account of themselves. 

Here again I saw the American type 
hound doing a really good job under diffi- 
cult conditions and I began to ask myself 
if my initial criticism had been well 
founded. I reflected that in reality it 
can be quite erroneous to decide that 
stamina, and sturdiness of appearance

must necessarily be synonimous. And 
I recalled our College Valley and Fell 
type, possessing as it usually does un- 
bounded stamina, but being the opposite 
of sturdiness in appearance. 

These American hounds had been bred 
by men who knew hounds, and to suit the 
type of country which is to be found in 
many parts of the States. I had seen cer- 
tain proof of their tenaciousness and 
hunting ability, but at this stage I still 
felt that an addition of some substance 
was desirable. 

The snowball continued to roll, and 
on I went, visiting amongst others, the 
Rombout hounds in New York State, 
whose master is Malcolm Grahame, fath- 
er-in-law of Sherman Haight; the Middle- 
bury, in Connecticut, mastered and hunt- 
ed by Dr. Dick Gilyard, and so, by vari- 
ous stages arrived at the kennels of the 
Essex hunt in New Jersey. 

Here, under the care of the huntsman 
Jim Chadwell, one of a family long 
associated with the profession, were 
a very nice level lot of hounds, some tri- 
colour, some black and tan, and some red. 

Whether it was that by this time my 
eye had grown more accustomed and at- 
tuned to the American type, or that 
these hounds had just that much more 
depth and substance than others I had 
seen previously,—whatever the answer, 
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I felt these American hounds to be as 
good to look upon as any I had yet visit- 
ed. 

The bitches, especially, took my eye, 
in particular Flipper ’48, by Millbrook 
General ’40, who afterwards I discovered, 
had been Champion Bitch at Bryn Mawr 
Hound Show in 1952, and also Timid, an 
unentered bitch who looked at the time 
as though one day she might displace 
Flipper for looks. She later in the sum- 
mer was judged Reserve Champion Bitch 
at the 1953 Bryn Mawr Hound Show— 
Flipper, owing to lameness could not be 
shown. 

Then south I drove, down the famous 
New Jersey Turnpike, about two hundred 
miles long without a single turn, and a 
little heeded speed limit of sixty miles 
per hour!—down to Maryland; and to 
the borders of Virginia, that great hunt- 
ing country, which time did not permit 
me to explore. 

While in the beautiful Worthington 
Valley, on the edge of the blue grass 
country, a fertile part of the world where 
the Maryland Hunt Cup Race is run over 
a course of fixed, stiff, timber, it was 
nice to meet Mr. Louis Neilson, the joint 
master, and to see his hounds at the 
Elkridge-Harford hunt kennels. They 
are a pack of approximately fifty per 
cent American and fifty per cent cross- 
bred houndsfi and to my delight, among 
this pack, I discovered Portman Dabchick 
and Portman Passion, recently imported 
from England, and looking very well. 
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America, being a vast continent with 
many differing conditions of hunting, it 
is reasonable to suggest that each set of 
conditions would need the evolution of 
a type of hound the better to fit these 
conditions. 


The Penn-Marydel hound is an ex- 
ample of this requirement, and is a type 
now separately registered. It is a varia- 
tion of the American hounds, deriving its 
name from the States of Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, and Delaware, and is the re- 
sult of breeding and evolving a hound 
over a period of years to combine, as 
far as possible, the qualities which I am 
told are required to hunt the rolling 
country to be found in parts of these 
States where woods and deep gullies 
predominate, and hounds are frequently 
out of contact with the huntsman. I had 
heard much of the qualities of these 
hounds with the rather mysterious name, 
so that when my turn came to meet them 
face to face, I was eager to make their ac- 
quaintance. 

Up to the present, in breeding this 
type of hound, a close working nose, 
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of the show at Clonmel.

The Irish Masters of Foxhounds As- 
sociation is to be complimented on its 
courage in breaking with a 40 years’ old 
tradition by holding its Annual Foxhound 
Show at Clonmel on Thursday, July 15, 
a week before the customary time of 
Clonmel Horse Show, July 21 & 22 

So far as I know, this was the first 
time that Ireland had a real foxhound 
show, in the sense that it stood on its 
own feet this year and was not, as hither- 
to, a sideline to a horse show 

There had been much natural appre 
hension about the change of date, but 
when the hound vans began to roll in at 
9 a. m. on Thursday and their inmates 
filled the kennels at the Hound Pavilion, 
faces of the organisers lost their wor- 
ried looks and everyone agreed that the 
change should have been made years ago! 

There were big entries from the fol 
lowing packs (names of masters in brack- 
ets):—Carlow (Mrs. W. Hall and Mr. O 
H. Eustace-Duckett), Waterford (The 
Marchioness of Waterford, Mr. R. Rus-

fat side, it took me a month or more to 
get them hunting fit. I then sent two 
of them to a meet on a Quorn Monday, 
and had the roughest sort of a day. As 
soon as hounds started running and the 
horses had to jump fast, they either ran 
through their fences or put their foot in 
a ditch. I tried re-schooling them, rode 
them with snaffles, let them step over 
hurdles with a hurdle horse, but could 
not alter the manners of any of them in 
the field. Eventually, I sold them. Some 
did well in the show ring in the United 
States. I even ran across one being hunt- 
ed in Pau in the south of France several 
years later. Small enclosures suited him, 
and he seemed to be going well. 

I have witnessed other cases of horses 
too well collected coming to grief hunt- 
ing. In the twenties, Lowenstein, the 
fabulous Belgian financier, had a large 
place in Leicestershire. Every year he 
brought over from Ireland some wonder- 
ful type blood horses, mostly unbroken. 
As money was no object, some of these 
horses could have been trained for the 
Grand National. However, at this period, 
racing did not interest him. He turned 
them over to his stud groom, a Belgian 
and a very good horseman, who gave 
them quite a bit of dressage, then school- 
ed them over large fences in an indoor 
ring. When they went out into the hunt- 
ing field the first year, these horses 
spend most of their time in the ditch 
either on the take-off or on the landing 
side of the fence. In other words, they 
were too cautious, and did not seem 
bold enough to jump a wide place with 
their heads turned loose. However, as 
their dressage training had not been 
overdone, in a year or so most of them 
got going as well as any horse in the 
shires. 

I believe that a little dressage does 
help a hunter, provided he does not get 
his head set too much. Once that hap- 
pens, as the pace quickens, they start 
taking hold, not the usual way as a 
chaser might, but in a hysterical manner, 
and do not seem able to place themselves. 

Every hunter dealer in England em- 
ploys so-called “rough riders” whose dut- 
ies are to break and make prospective 
hunters. They spend months just rid- 
ing and mouthing these horses, but al- 
ways on a loose rein. Eventually, the 
horse seems to collect and balance him- 
self. Their heads are flexed nicely from 
the throttle. They change their leads 
and back well, and only then are they 
shown a fence. ; 

Mind you, I think there is nothing fin- 
er than witnessing a finished dressage 
horse work, but I firmly believe that 
their use, and a hunter’s, are two differ- 
ent jobs.

General Azcarate (Vice President of 
the Mexican Polo Association) turned up 
rather unexpectedly last week so I had 
dinner with him and obtained as much 
information as possible on their inter- 
national schedule. 

Spain is sending a team there in Janu- 
ary, composed of the two Domeques 
brothers and the two Echavarieta broth- 
ers (I shall check the spelling when I 
write to Spain). 

Viscount Cowdray is going there with 


an English team in February .. . at least 
sixteen goals worth. 

From India are coming at least a 22 
goal team and the Maharajah of Jaipur 
in March. 

The Chileans will send a team in April 
and the Peruvians will send one in May. 

_As the General said, they can get much 
bigger crowds to watch even a mediocre 
foreign team than two better Mexican 
teams and they are determined to make 
a success of their polo. 

He said that Argentina is planning to 
send a 33 goal team for “The World 
Gold Cup” challenge but unfortunately 
we still do not know if this country will 
get up a team. I have tried to get in 
touch with everyone I could who might 
help stir up interest. Our Ambassador to 
Mexico has written a letter to the United 
States Polo Association stressing the im- 
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portance the Mexicans are attaching to 
this event. It is certainly to be hoped 
that there will be adequate response in 
this country.

I remember thinking 
that, if he had asked for good-looking 
hounds to show, I should not have been 
interested but, when he asked for work- 
ing hounds, I tried in every way to help

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The English Foxhound 
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of the men who sent him two excellent 
stallion hounds as a present at that time 
Mr. Hull’s successes, on the flags as well 
as in the field, are well-known to Amer!- 
can Masters to-day. 

I am not sure whether many American 

Masters are aware of the value of the 
strains of English blood which are carried 
on to-day by Mrs. Hannum, Master of the 
Cheshire (U. S. A.) to whom our late 
President of the M.F.H. Association; Mr. 
Plunket Stewart, left his pack. I happen 
to know their breeding very well for 
many of them traced back to one of my 
best hounds, Middlesex Hackler ’16, a 
dog hound who, as a stallion, did much 
to help the working qualities of my own 
pack. : 
To speak for a moment of the present 
trend of English hound breeding in Am- 
erica, I have not seen any American pack 
in the field for many years but I know, 
from the reports which come to me fre- 
quently, that the hounds which hunt Mr 
Stewart’s country are as good, if not 
better, than any and | think that it can 
truthfully be said that the packs, whose 
hounds would be eligible for the English 
Stud Book still hold their own in Amer- 
ica 

I wish I could write an authoritative 
letter on the hounds which compose the 
Canadian packs to-day but I have not 
been in Canada for many years and, al- 
though the followers of many of the best 
packs tell me from time to time of the 
excellent sport they show, I cannot write 
from first-hand knowledge 

To return to the hounds in England, I 
have sat at the Peterborough Hound 
Show Ring for almost fifty years and I 
know that the type which wins now is 
quite, quite different from that which 
swept the boards thirty to forty years 
ago; they have more quality and rather 
less bone, if anything. In the field, too, 
they are different, showing a little more 
independence and giving a good deal 
more music. Agricultural conditions have 
unquestionably played a _ considerable 
part in the need for better scenting quali 
ties and for different conformation, be- 
cause of the use of artificial fertilizers 
and the fact that the broad pastures of 
the shires have disappeared, one fears, 
for ever

good cry, with speed not essential, had 
been the first consideration. A hound 
that could be heard and could work and 
persevere on its own, when out of sight 
or contact, had been required. But now, 
as explained to me by Mr. William Almy, 
master of the Quansett hounds, who judg 
ed the Penn-Marydel hounds at Bryn 
Mawr Hound Show, the stage has been 
reached when efforts are being made to 
retain nose and voice, and at the same 
time to improve conformation. 

It can be said that speed and confor- 
mation are closely allied, and I must say 
that I saw some hounds whose cry and 
nose were said to be magnificent, but 


whose conformation included crooked 
legs, cow hocks, and weedy make and 


shape; I am sure these animals could not 
move fast enough to kill, although no 
doubt they could faithfully own and 
hunt a line with great success. A balance 
is of course desirable in all things 

To my eye, as they stand today, the 
Penn-Marydel need more bone, depth, 
and spring of ribs; this no doubt will

come, although it was pointed out to me 
by two M. F. H.’s who hunt this type of 
hound, that in some of the countries, 
where mesh wire fences with barbed 
wire running along the top, are frequent- 
ly to be found, a hound that tries to 
jump them invariably gets ‘hung up’ and 
badly torn, and therefore it is argued 
that a small narrow hound is needed so 
that he can get through this type of ob- 
stacle rather than over it. 

Today the Penn-Marydel seem to vary 
considerably in size and colour, and some 
hounds give one the indication of a 
touch of bloodhound somewhere in their 
ancestry 

Before leaving American hunting I 
must refer to Mr. Stewart’s Cheshire 
hounds. It is one of the best packs of 
English hounds in the States, establish- 
ed by the late Mr. Plunket Stewart in 
1914, and now being hunted and master- 
ed by his step-daughter, Mrs. John B. 
Hannum III, who is so ably maintaining 
the traditions of the founder. 

I first saw these hounds hunting, and 
very well they hunted, on a hot sultry 
bad scenting morning, under conditions 
similar to those described in my accounts 
of hunts with other American packs. 
Later, upon the invitation of Mrs. Han- 
num, I inspected them in kennel. 

As was to be expected here I much 
enjoyed myself, discussing pedigrees 
with a master who had the history of 
each hound at her finger-tips. I was, me- 
taphorically speaking, hunting a line of 
country I had been over many times. 

They were a good lot of hounds, with 
beautiful necks and shoulders, housed 
in most efficient and up to date kennels 

Of the imported stallion hounds which 
had been, or were being, used, North 
Cotswold Plainsman ’38, Meath Singer 
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°42, and Old Berks, Raider ’45, had made 
their mark. The young entry, by Old 
Berks Raider, was excelient; he is adding 
good loins to the fine necks and should- 
ers, a desirable improvement. 


I much enjoyed discussing with Mrs. 
Hannum the ‘old chestnut’ of the re- 
lative merits of American and English 
bred hounds hunting under similar 
American conditions. Mrs. Hannum, with 
her considerable experience and know- 
ledge, remarked that whereas perhaps 
the American gave more tongue, as is 
desirable in the big woodlands, the 
English were less temperamental, and 
would face ‘thick places’ better. Both 
types would hunt equally well in any 
reasonable country, the determining fac- 
tor being chiefly the ‘eye’ of the Master 
and his personal preferance as to type. 
I felt she had covered this oft debated 
problem in a very fair and common sense 
fashion.

25.) When the New York Handicap was 
inaugurated it had a purpose—it was a 
real endurance test. The distance was 214 
miles and fans were treated to route 
racing spectacle that was applauded on 
all sides—all sides but one, that is. Not 
many trainers bubbled over with enthus- 
iasm and not many horses were trained 
for it. Because of scant fields, the dis- 
tance was cut in half as of 1951, and now 
is just another $25,000 mile-and-an- 
eighth handicap. 


Shot Put, Fenelon, Alsab, Stymie, Rico 
Monte and Miss Grillo are among the 
vaunted routers which took the race 
when it was at 20 furlongs and gave it 
caste in its original form. 

Bicarb is added to the scroll with the 
1954 running. The son of Half Crown— 
Brides Biscuit, by Hard Tack, led all the 
way and was five lengths in front of 
Trusting at the wire. Cold Command 
which forced the pace (from a safe dis- 
tance) in the early stages, held on for 
third, 4 lengths back of Trusting and 13, 
before Rejected, the California handicap 
star.

Of Northern England 


Pantaloon and Priestess were the pro- 
perty ot Peter Beckford, Esq. of Steple- 
ton, Dorset, author of the immortal 
“Thoughts upon Hunting”. The make and 
shape of these hounds is of quite as much 
interest to American as to English hound 
breeders and students of pedigrees. Dur- 
ing the late 18th century English hounds 
were divided into southern and northern 
types, the former being slow, cold-scent- 
ing hounds, blue ticked and resembling 
the blood hound in shape, the latter being 
fast, active hound, much lighter in build. 
t antaloon and Priestess are typical north- 
ern hounds. They are in addition much 
closer to the modern American hound in 
type than to the modern English hound. 
When Bolton Jackson imported the fam- 
ous “Irish dogs’, Mountain and Muse in 
the early 19th century in an effort to 
find a hound which could run the newly 
imported red foxes better than the type 
previously used to hunt greys, he got 
hounds in the same general classification 
as Beckford’s. Since that time the Eng- 
lish have bred for more size and subst- 
ance, carrying matters so far in the early 
part of this century that there has since 
been another swing of the pendulum to- 
ward less lumber. There have been few- 
er changes in this country, however. In 
all probability if old Beckford could visit 
the Bryn Mawr Hound Show to-day he 
would be found spending most of his 
time near the ring devoted to American 


foxhounds. —A. M.-S.
